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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -22 are present for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-2, 5, 8-13, 16, 18-19, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being clearly anticipated by Badami et al., U.S. Pat. 6,629,142, hereinafter '142. 

4. As to claim 1-2, 5, 8-13, 16, 18-19, and 22, '142 teaches a method, computer 
program product, and system for providing at least one user, a plurality of computer, 
distinct protocols, receiving security information/ processing mechanism, receiving a 
request, identifying a plurality of resources/records, selecting a set of identification for 
resources/ directive lists, identifies the users /NT. Abstract, figs. 1-4, 6 elements, record 
database/ directive two records ID computer resource, separate resource interface / 
collectively listener, request processing means, and service subsystems, records stored 
in interface /234, separate database /234, [202, 204, 232 212, 234, 240, 230, 214, 220, 
222, 224], col. 4, lines 55-65 et seq., cols. 5-6, col. 7, lines 1-17, col. 6, lines 65- col. 7 
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lines 5, means for receiving, selecting and using/ 206, a data structures storing (col. 5, 
lines 15-35), and cols. 9-10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6-7 are allowed. 

6. Claims 3-4, 14-15, 17, 20-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 2/1 1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

8. Applicant remarks that the prior art fails to teach resources being accessed by 
distinct protocols, the examiner does not concur. At column 3, lines 8-14 et seq., col. 4, 
lines 65 et seq. the prior art '142 teaches that the user may access the system utilizing 
any protocol, additionally at col. 5, lines 25 et seq. and col. 6, it shows that the server 
may utilize a plurality of protocol in processing the request. Moreover, the server also 
has plural phases that it goes through one of which is the AT or authorization 
phase/security. Additionally, applicant remarks that the data structure is not taught as 
described in claim 16. The examiner does not concur, '142 have structures for affecting 
a users* access to system resources, namely an index table 232, a configuration files 
230, and a directive storage 2234. These devices work cooperatively to provide upon 
proper authorization a system or network resource to a user, see figs. 1-5A and col. 5-6.
